lastly tbe electric rig, carrying ita own 
storage batteries.

"Now, 
wlipt is the situation in Eng- ' 


land? Practically the only steam car- 
riages they have are heavy trucks for 
the heaviest sort of hauling around the 
docks and warehouses. Their gasoline 
motors up to date have nearly all been 
Imported from France and are noisy 
and evil smelling and have more mech- 
anism to them than a Swiss watch, and 
they don't know what an electric vehi- 
cle is except such as have been import- 
ed from this country, which have taken 
the auto fraternity by storm. The light 
steam runabouts, such as we have 
turned out in the past year on this side, 
are nest in favor to the electric car- 
riage and are selling as fast as the 
dealers can get them from the factories 
on tins side simply because there is 
nothing built in England to compare 
with them. 
The American gasoline 


motors are simpler, stronger and more , 
satisfactory in every respect than the j 
French or German. They are built to i 
look more like carriages and less like a | 
Chinese puzzle turned wrong side out, 
and they have tbe advantage of having 
been built to stand the rough work on 
', 


American roads, so that when they are ' 
turned loose on a fine macadam Eng- | 
lish country road their performance al- | 
ways 
astonishes 
the 
people 
who ! 


thought that automobiles were built 
nowhere but in Paris. 


"Well, I rode in everything in the au- 


tomobile line that ever came down the 
> 


Piccadilly pike, and it was a great sat- j 
isfaction to be able to pick out an 
American macl!ii)& as far as you could 
see it merely by the fact that it was al- 
ways sure to be the lightest and hand- 
somest and the best running rig in the 
crowd. I extended my trip over the 
most of the continent, taking in 
France, Germany and Italy. 
It was 


the same story everywhere. The Amer- 
ican rig was first wherever it had ap- 
peared, and the others were nowhere. 


"In Paris there are a great number 


of gasoline cabs and hotel omnibuses 
that make a noise like a cotton mill and 
leave a trail like a polecat, but they are 
not what the public over here would 
demand by a long shot. London is par- 
ticularly shy on public auto vehicles 
and seems inclined to do her importing 
from this side rather than from the 
continent, though the market over here 
Is more than ready rof all tbe vehicles 
our manufacturers can turn out. How- 
ever. while I was in London I got some 
English capitalists interested in Amer- 
ican machines, aud they have formed a 
company to take the English and conti- 
nental agencies for American ma- 
chines. 


"Incidentally they have acquired 


English and European rights to one of 
the best American automobile tires, 


| which is considerably ahead of any- 
j thing in the vehicle tire line in Europe, 
' and in the course of the next year the 


prospect is thnt half the English autos 
will be running on American tires. 


"I have found auotb«>r thing, too, that 


in spite of the high wages tbat Ameri- 
can manufacturers ha\e to pay thoir 
workmen they are putting their uia- 


I chines on the market -40 per cent cheap- 


er than can be done with the same 
class of rig en the other side. The 
thing that does it is the use of machine 
tools and doing things on a large scale 
with the best class of mechanics in tbe 
world and the most improved labor 
saving devices, Tbe result Is that I 
closed a contract some weeks ago with 
0110 American firm for a lot of motors, 
frames and running gear for use In 
London at the same price for a seven 
horsepower motor that I would have 
bad to pay for n throe horsepower mo- 
tor of the same grade in England. No; 
it wasn't me auuie ^lui'o eltln-r, for it 
was a better motor than I could have 
got at all in the English shops except at 
a prohibitive price."

At th» recent meeting of the Mlchi? 


gan State Horticultural society la 
Grand Rapids F. B. Ske«ls, state agent 
of agricultural iands, spoke in part as 
follows: 


"I am expected to say something of 


the interest the state has in the forest- 
ry problem. In this short paper vce 
shall treat only of the interests of tho 
state from a business point of view. 
Without gajBg lute detail, we flud, 
from as careful estimates as can be de- 
duced from any statistics obtainable, 
that the average annual cut of lumber 
of all kinds in Michigan is about 2,000,- 
OOO.OOOfeet. Thecapital employed inthe 
manufacture of this lumber runs far 
Into the millions, ana an army of 75.000 
men is engaged in the work in this 
state. So great has become the area 
of stripped lauds that many of the 
smaller mills have ceased operations, 
and mauy of the large ones are seek 
Ing new fields In the forests of the west 
and south. Can the state of Michigan 
afford to lose tils great industry? 


"Working upsn the presumption that 


the state will finally perfect its title 
In these stripped areas, what is the in- 
terest of the state In this proposition? 
What is Michigan t» do with this tract 
of millions of acres? Let us consider 
first what she has done. In the gener- 
al tax of 1893 certain provisions are 
made by which the auditor general was 
to de«d to the state certain lands, 
which then became subject to entry as 
tax homesteads. There is one clause of 
this law that has created much com- 
ment and no little censure. We find in 
section 127, 'It becomes the duty of the 
auditor general and commissioner of 
the state land office to cause an exami- 
nation ef lands delinquent for tases in 
certain townships, and, if it shall ap- 
pear that said lands are barren, swamp 
or worthless lands and have been aban- 
doned by the owner, then the auditor 
general is authorized to make a trans- 
fer by d»ed to the state,' etc. 


"The state, in its depire to settle the 


northern counties, has offered these 
lands to tbe cctual settlers at 10 cents 
per acre, exempting the -settlei- from 
taxes, except upon improvements, for 
the first five years, at the end of which 
time the state gives a deed. To the 
people who were looking for homes, 
cheap homes, this was an alluring bait. 
To the timber thieves it was a 'bonan- 
'«a.' Let us for a mement return to 
|cne clause of this law as passed, 'If 
lit shall appear that said lacds are 
barren, swamp or worthless lands and 
have been abandoned by the owner,' 
,then the homesteader can find a home. 
Ye gods! What beneficence is this? 
What philanthropy 
does this great 


.commonwealth deal out when she 
takes a man who is already BO poor 
that he has 'nowhere to lay bis head' 
and palms off on him barren, swampy 
land at $4, takes him and his family 
from friends and kindred and places 
him on -a worthless tract of land to 
eke out a miserable existence! 


"la it not of more Interest to use 


these lands for the purpose for which 
they were adapted than for the state 
to pauperize a portion of its popula- 
tion or to offer such inducements for 
people to come here from other states? 
I make the assertion that 90 per cent 
of the tax homesteads taken up are 
complete failures as homes. 
Moro 


than 50 per cent are taken by men 
wbo never intended to occupy them and 
tut for the timber that may be grow- 
ing on the land would not make ap- 
plication. Many never erect any sort 
of building at all, but remove and sell 
all valuable timber before the time to 
prove up. Others erect a rough 8 by 
10 log but put in an old stove and a 
table of rough boards and with this 
'bluff1 at a residence proceed to cut 
and remove the timber. Others, orig- 
inal owners, claim that tbe state's title 
is not good and boldly proceed to take 
the timber, second growth, from lands 
on which they have refused to pay 
taxes for frowi 10 to 20 years. 


"By virtue of this act the state of 


Michigan is not only alluring a certain 
class of her population to a state of 
bankruptcy, but she is also tempting 
and making it possible for another 
class to commit crime by perjury and 
false pretense by entering claims for 
these lands. Would it not be of more 
and better interest to the state to use 
these abandoned lands for the purpose 
for which they arc adapted— the grow- 
ing of timber— rather than for the ques- 
tionable purposes related? 
Much the 


larger portion of these lands is spring- 
Ing up to a thick growth of poplar, 
osiers and other material, useless as 
timber, but bidden among and protect- 
ed by this growth are thousands of 
seedlings of the pines, spruces and 
•oroe bard woods. 


"The forestry problem, from a busi- 


ness view, will show some of the Inter- 
ests of tbe state to be: The growing of 
the raw material to keep the vast lum- 
ber business of the state from being 
entirely blotted out; tbe growing of 
timber upon 'barren, worthless' lands 
rather than to induce settlers to eke 
eut a miserable existence where suc- 
cess In agriculture is Impossible; tho 
effect of adjacent woodland tracts up- 
on the fields and orchards of cultivated 
lands by the wind breaks which they 
furnish; tbe holding back of the water 
after severe rains and heavy snow- 
falls. 
The people of this state are 


buund to face this proposition in time."

Acre is in Syrin, on the shores of tha 
Mediterranean. The One-Over-at-Acre 
is sometimes called the Master by Ms 
believers. There were about 150 per- 
sons at the meeting. 
Moat of them 


•were believers; some of them were 
students. All listened with the utmost 
attention to a witness lately come from 
ft sojourn with the Master at Acre. 


Tbe witness was a woman apparent- 


ly past middle age, of low, wonderfully 
modulated voice. 
She wore a gray 


costume made as plainly as a Quak- 
er's and a small round hat with a 
flat top, 
from either side of which a 


veil of the sawe color hung down over 
her shoulders. She told of her recent 
visit to Acre and of tbe jrreat number 
of believers who were gathered there. 
But few are privileged to have con- 
versation with tbe Master. Those who 
are fjo out and report the words of the 
Master as best their human memories 
will permit them to the believers who 
have not been permitted to have speech 
\\ith him. 


The witness explained that sha had 


hopfid that she might be able to sit 
down directly after speaking with the 
Master and write down what he said 
BO that the words might be preserved, 
but there were so many ladies without, 
ehe said, waiting to devour with the 
utmost eagerness every word that 
came from within, that it seemed best 
to disseminate, at least the spirit of 
the Master said, by telling it orally to 
the many rather than waiting to write 
it down for the few. One lady who 
was privileged to go to Acre and to 
speak with the Master, so the witness 
eaid, was formerly an actress and had 
trained herself to commit plays to 
memory at a single reading. 


This woinaa, fortunately, had fore- 


borne to stop to tell what she had heard 
to those outside, but had jrone apart 
as soon as she had come from tbe Mas- 
ter's presence and had written down 
all his communications word for word 
just as he had said it. Tbe believers 
present the other night seemed greatly 
plpased by the news that a copy of 
these reports of the Master's utter- 
ances is soon to be sent to the United 
States to be distributed among them. 
The witness further reported that the 
Master customarily spoke in the most 
beautiful parables. 


To the believers in America the wit- 


ness brought the word that the One- 
Over-at-Acre had only the warmest 
words of love and hope and encourage- 
ment for them. It had been written in 
former revelations, the Master told the 
wltnecs, that the sign of the millen- 
nium would be that the sun should rise 
in the west, and might not this mean 
that the light of tbe new revelation, 
which is to bring with it the realm of 
universal peace, was to come from the 
country of free speech and broad 
the light and of untrammeled religion? 


Most of those who were present seem- 


ed to be fairly prosperous. It was giv- 
en out that more meetings will be held 
soon in an appointed place and that 
the great need of the Behais now is for 
teachers. Believers were urged to sus- 
pend proselytizing for the present and 
perfect themselves in tbe teachings, so 
that they may be ready to meet with 
wise instruction the students who will 
come. The believers present were also 
Informed that, although most of them 
did not know it yet, not having as yet 
been sufficiently instructed in the new 
revelation, Friday was the real Sunday 
and that in a hundred years all would 
recognize the fact. It was learned that 
the instructions to believers and stu- 
dents are given out in a series of suc- 
cessive lessons. There are so few cop- 
ies of these lessons that tbe believers 
have to make their own copies from 
the papers l»n the bands of some of tbe 
more advanced believers. 
" Tbe gentleman who presided over tbe 
meeting informed a New York Sun re- 
porter that In due time the Bebais 
would be recognized as bringing to the 
world a revelation of divinity which 
could be preached to all people in terms 
that each people could grasp and em- 
brace. 
It would appeal to each race. 


The Jews, for Instance, are still wait- 
ing for the coming of their Messiah. 
But two-thirds of tbe .Tews of Syria 
and Persia have accepted the revela- 
tion of tbe One-Over-at-Acre and are 
believers. The Jews could not accept, 
Christ because tbe prophets said that 
the Messiah would come when they 
were scattered over the earth. They 
are scattered now. and the Zionist 
movement is an outward and visible 
sign of tbe spirit working In them, of 
which tbe revelation of Bebai was tbe 
Inward and moving cause. 


The Belials believe that revelations 


come In cycles and that tbe revelation 
of tbe cycle of Bebai is to be the most 
fan-caching and tbe most generally ac- 
cepted of them all. Apparently they 
believe that the One-Over-at-Acre is tc 
bring the millennium as soon as the 
thab of Persia will let iiim alone, 
which, it is gathered, tbe shah ia not 
doing at present. The Bebais have un- 
bounded confidence in their ability to 
convert.

The 
further experience of the powers is 
that advance upon Pekin for a purpose 
such as relieving the legations is not 
an easy task. Proof abundant of this 
Is to be found in the story of the Ion™, 
wearing wait for reinforcements to be. 
gin the march on Pekin, which ended 
successfully last August. 


The Chinese court has not shown it- 


self capable of meeting the emergency 
of anything similar to the Boxer upris, 
Ins, neither has it shown that it is 
above conniving with such an, upris- 
ing. If its own statements are to be 
taken It was itself at the mercy ot 
Boxers, and the world knows that the 
chief advisers of the throne, ifl not the 
throne itself, were guilty of consplr. 
acy with the Boxeis against the for- 
eigners and the official representatives 
cfrthe powers.

CAPTURE flF SHIELDS. 


American Officer's Thrilling Ex- 


perience In the Philippines. 


AMBUSHED BT THE FILIPIHOB, 


O«e o* tk» Captor* Vfm» Going to Cnt 


HU Hand Off to Scaur* th« Rin*> 
Be -Worn—He and Him Band Threat, 
emed With Death For More Tham » 
Huatk. 
Captain Devereaux Shields of the 


Twenty-ninth infantry, U. S. V., who 
returned to San Francisco the other 
day on tbe transport Hancock, has 
been Invalided home because of two 
wounds received In a fight with Fili- 
pinos. 


With 52 men he lett Santa Crua, on 


the island of Mariuduque, on Sept 11 
last to reconnoiter the island. They 
went 24 miles up the river and after 
routing some Filipinos started back to 
Santa Cruz. They entered ambush in 
defile and were tired on by about 250 
men with rifles, who were supported 
by about 2,000 with bolos, says tho 
New York Sun. 
Their position was 


tfuch that there was nothing to do but 


j retreat, and this was done under heavy 
! flre for four miles. The soldiers were 


protected by overhanging cliffs and re- 
ceived little punishment. 
Captain 


Shields in telling of the engagement 
said: 


"When the first flre. came, I received 


a ball through the shoulder and grew 
weak from loss of blood. After we had 
fought for about four miles another 
ball struck me In tbe neck and passed 
out of my mouth. I fell unconscious, 
but soon recovered and gave the order 
for the command to fight its way back 
to the station. I told them that, as I 
was nothing but an impediment, they 
should leave me with a man from the 
hospital corps and get out 1 dropped 
behind a rice stack and told one of the 
men to raise the white flag. Tbe in- 
surrectos did not recognize the flag 
and continued to flre at us. The men 
fought their way back a short distance 
and were then surrounded and had to 
surrender or be killed. 


"Afterward insurrectos came to me, 


and one of them robbed me of all my 
things. He tore tbe chain and locket 
from my neck and tried to tear the 
rings from my fingers. My baud was 
BO swollen by the wound in my shoul- 
der that he could not get them off, 
and he was just going to cut off the 
hand when I made him understand 
that I could take the rings off. After 
he bad finished his robbing another 
man came and was just going to shoot 
me when I saw a hand and arm come 
forward and knock up the gun. 


"Immediately after the fight we were 


kept In native hovels for 12 days, and 
then we were started on a march over 
the mountains, through dense forests 
and across rivers-, compelled to sleep In 
mud and raiir and getting only the dir- 
tiest water with -which to wash our 
•wounds. This continued until about 
Oct. 12, when we -were told orders had 
been given to turn us over to the Amer- 
icans. I -wrote, to General Hare, and 
be agreed to meet us and take us. We 
were taken to TBuena Vista and there 
turned over to the general. 


"Twice during the time we were be- 


ing taken through the mountains insur- 
recto soldiers wanted to kill all of us, 
but were restrained by their officers. 
Once we were lying in a hut in the 
morning when we beard a terrible 
clamor outside, and one of the guards 
came In and told us that the soldiers 
wanted to kill us. Later officers came 
and told us out trouble was over. 


"One other time when Americans 


were chasing them closely the Filipi- 
nos wanted to kill our whole party and 
would have done so had the Americans

It in im- 
possible to clci^r moths and worms out 
of those most needing repair without 
tearing them Into rags. To employ 
chemicals In fumigating them would 
be to Injure the colors. Parasitical life 
baa been kept down by hanging tho 
tapostries In strong cold drafts of air, 
but In tbe long run tbe parasite lias 
been more than a match for human In- 
genuity. These tapestries are a good 
deal used In decorating state palaces

John Todd, 16 Years Old, of

As he 
stepped f/om in front of this train onto 
the main track the southbound passen- 
ger, which he had not seen on account 
of the freight, struck him. 


lie was thrown several feet into tr>e 


air. and falling:, struck the cowcatcher 
of the engine. In this way he 
was 


carried along about 25 feet, and then 
rolled off to the side of the track. 


He was quickly picked up, and car- 


ried to the office of Dr. D. E. Thayar. 
where he was cared for by Dr. Tha.j er 
and Dr. Mahady.

wounds were found, one two and a 
half inches long and the other one 
inch long. He had also sustained a 
severe concussion.

Hew form of Automobile.

An American inventor named Mas- 


bam has recently patented an automo- 
bile horse which is designed to b» 
hitched on in front of any vehicle In 
the -place of the visual animal, says the 
Chicago Tribune. The automobile horse 
is so arranged that it is driven in ex- 
actly the ordinary way. Ileins are pro- 
vided for steering and stopping the 
machine. A pull on either rein turns 
the apparatus in the corresponding di- 
rection, and a steady pull with both 
reins together slows down the motor 
and applies tbe brake.

village of Dongola. in Union county, 
says a Carbondale fills.) dispatch to the 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

lone which was about a foot long nnd 
e,ighr inches in diameter. The peculiar 
shape of the stone, which resembled a 
pocketbook, attracted his attention, 
and upon close examination he found 
carved on its face in English the fol- 
lowing words: 


This itone contain* the original manuscript ot 


the book of Mormon. 
JOSEPH SMITH. 


The ravages of time had apparently 


made little headway on the stone. nuU 
upon close examination he found the 
stone was hollow. A bole bad been 
drilled entirely through it and at both 
ends red -cedar plugs had been driven 
Upon removing one of the plugs sev 
eral sheets of paper containing writing 
In hieroglyphics that could not be de- 
ciphered were found. The characters 
are peculiar, following no known line 
of ancient writing. 


At the bottom of~tbe last page was 


found, written in English: "The finder 
of this manuscript will deliver the 
same to the elders of the Mormon 
church." The stone still remains with 
Mr. Penrod, and already communica- 
tion has been made with tbe Salt Lake 
church, giving the Incidents of the 8»d

Cattle la Many Part* of Sooth Dako- 
ta DylOB From • Strange Dliease. 


, Cattle are dying all over South Dako- 
ta because of same hidden poison in 
cornstalks, and it is a question whether 
It Is safe for human beings to eat corn- 
meal made from this season's corn, 
says a Yankton dispatch to tbe Chica- 
go Inter Ocean. It is the general cus- 
tom to turn/cattle-into the fields after 
the corn bas been husked that they 
may eat the stalks, which are ordiurf- 
rtly very nutritious. Cattle fatten rap- 
idly upon them. 


This year, however, there is a poison 


In seme of the fields, and cattle turned 
Into them die in great agony within ten 
hours after having eaten any of the 
stalks. Four carloads of hides from 
cattle that have died from this poison 
were shipped from Davis last week. 
Men who have worked in tbe fields say 
that after a few hours' buskins their 
gloves beoome discolored with a green 
slirue, which b»s a sickening odor.

Choi or Checker Board, With Twelve 


Colored Checkermea Foe Each 
Player, Heeded—Bale* ol the Game 
and How It I» Played—A 8aa>pU 
Came. 
Checker football, a new game of skill 


which bas become popular among the 
author's persona? friends, is presented 
to the student public In tbe hope tbat 
it may find favor on account of its in- 
trinsic merit and because of its sugges- 
tions of the glorious football field, says 
the Cincinnati Commercial Tribune. 
Its resemblance to that game, like tho 
resemblance of chess to military move- 
ments, is of a general character, slav- 
ish imitation being impossible. 


The outat required is simply a chess 


or checker board, with 12 colored 
cbeckermen for eucb player. A slnglo 
disk is called a runner, and a pile of 
two disks is stylc-d a back. If the two 
disks are of the same color, it is a full 
back. If of opposite colors, It la a half 
back and belongs to tbe player whose 
disk is on top. 


Each player begins the game with 


four full backs and four runners. Two 
full backs are stationed on the center- 
most squares of the transverse row 
nearest home and tbe others directly iu 
front on the two centermost squares of 
the second row. The runners are placed 
iu a wlrter line in front of the full 
backs on the four centermost squares 
of the third row. 


No piece is ever removed from tbe 


field, but the object of (he game is to 
advance your runners toward your goal 
row (your opponent's home row), at the 
same time hindering bis advance. No 
piece can jump over a man which 
stands iu its way. 


The movements of tbe pieces are 


made as follows: 


1. Runners move one square at a 


time and always forward—either di- 
rectly forward or obliquely. 


2. When one runner is less advanced 


than any other runner of the same col- 
or, it may if the player choose move; 
two squares Instead of one. Thia is 
called "punting." 


3. Full arid half backs move In any 


direction—forward, 
backward, side- 


ways or obliquely to front or rear. 
They stop always on tbe nearest 
square of the same color with the one 
previously occupied, thus moving one 
square at a time when traveling ob- 
liquely, in other directions two squares 
at a time, no more, no less. 


Following are the cross plays: 
1. Besides tbe above moves the own- 


er of a full or half back may play it by 
taking off its upper component disk 
(the lower disk remaining in plsce and 
becoming a runner) and putting It on 
top of any runner which may stand in 
the same open row directly to right or 
left. 


2. Between a full back and a runner 


of tbe same color such a cross play is 
termed a "toss." Between a full back 
and an opponent's runner it is a^ "tac- 
kle." Between a half back and a run- 
ner belonging to the same player it is a 
"fumble." Between half back and op- 
posing runner it is a "countertoss." All 
forms of cross play are occasionally ad- 
vantageous, but should be used with 
caution. 


3. No runner except, when punting 


can move on to a square where It will 
expose itself to the possibility of being 
tackled. Hencjpyour full backs are of 
the greatest ijossible use In blocking 
your opponent's advance. Both kinds 
of backs also act as "Interference" to 
shield the advance of your own run- . 
ncrs. 


Rules on scoring are as follows: 
1. To win the game you must first 


procure a ''touchdown" by getting one 
of your runners into the goal row and 
then "kick the geal" by moving one of 
your backs any distance along any 
straight line and setting it three stories 
high upon the said runner. Interven- 
ing men are in this case no Impedi- 
ment. Goal kicking here, as elsewhere, 
Is a midair performance. 


2. The decisiveness of your victory 


depends on tke position of your oppo- 
nents men at the close. If he could 
kick a goal at the very next move, 
your score is 1-0. If he bas a touch- 
flown on the board, but no back able to 
kick the goal immediately, it is 2-0. If 
he has no touchdown, but could secure 
one at the nest move. It Is 3-0. If hla 
most advanced runner is a single step 
from tbe goal now, but Incapable of 
Immediate advance. It is 4-0. Likewise 
tee score Is 5-0 or 6-0 if his foremost 
runner is two steps from the goal row 
and 7-0 or S-0 if three steps.

OUR TALLEST CHIMNEY. 


It t» BeinR Bcllt at Baj-onne, N. J., 


and 'Will Be 36O Feet Hlcb. 


The tallest chimney on this conti- 


nent is being erected at Constable 
Hook, Bayonne, N. J., whence come 
the smoke and gases of which the 
people of Staten Island,' the Jersey 
coast adjacent and navigators of the 
harbor have been complaining for the 
last five years, says the New Tori; 
Sun. The stack is being put up by 
the Oxford Copper company, whose 
plant adjoins that'of ^the^tandard Oil 
company, to carry off the smoke and 
gases from its * furnaces; 'Which have 
been the chief source of complaint. 
It Is a costly undertakings but the 
companies at Constable1 Hook have 
been hard pressed recently by strenu- 
ous protests against the nuisance aris 
Ing from their furnaces'."' The super- 
visor of the harbor, Lieutenant Com- 
mander John C. Fremont, complained 
to Washington a few months ago ot 
the smoke clouds as dangerous to navi- 
gation, and the newly elected congress- 
man from Richmond. Nicholas Muller, 
pledged himself in his .campaign to try 
to get congress to do something to 
abate the annoyance, so tbe chimney 
is being built to head off possible trou- 
ble. 


It isn't an easy task to build a tall 


chimney on the made land at Consta- 
ble Hook, but an expert chimney con- 
struction company, which As been 
In business in Europe for the last 25 
years and has erected several thousand 
tall stacks over there, has undertaken 
the job. It Is, however, the biggest 
that concern has ever tackled. The 
company's works are built in the mid- 
dle of a swamp on filled in land. To 
make the new chimney absolutely safe 
an excavation was made until hard 
gravel was struck, from 15 to 20 feet 
below the level of the ground. Then 
In this excavation an area 45 feet 
equare was filled with piles, driven as 
close to each other as they could be 
put, and on the top of them a solid 
mass of concrete was laid to the level 
of the ground. 


The stack itself has a base 30 feet 


square for an equal height. Above this 
point the chimney is round. It is to be 
built up to a total height of 360 feet. 
The diameter at the top will be ten 
feet. The weight of the stack is to be 
20,000 tons, and thp cost of erecting it 
will be in the neighborhood of $50,000. 
The builders have promised to com- 
plete It by February. The material 
used is brick, tbat at the base being 
fireproof. 


From experience gained in other 


places the company is certain that the 
new chimney will end the smoke and 
gas nuisance so far as Its plant is con 
cerned. They say that the gases pass 
ing up through the chimney will never 
be noticeable at the surface again.

Inspired by tbe discovery, which has 


crowned the closing decade at the nine- 
teenth century, that electricity can con- 
vey energy acroB» the ether without 
tangible connection and disregarding 
as a mere detail tbat will yield to time 
and genius the fact tbat thus far we 
have only b<*en able t« send such wares 
over a distance of a few miles and to 
transmit by their means the slight de- 
gree ef energy required to operate a 
delicate telegraphic apparatus, let us 
suppose man capable of reaching out 
into spiice, grasping the wasted power 
of Jupiter's rotation and transmitting 
it through electric vibrations to the 
earth. With that achievement behind 
us we should need no petty Niagaras 
and no brutalizing coal mines to fur- 
nish us with mechanic energy. 


But to go to Jupiter for power would 


be wandering far a§eld when energy 
of similar origin is stored underneath 
our feet and throbs every instant 
through the mighty frame of our globe. 
For how many centuries will the hu- 
man prodigy, who has sounded all the 
depths of space about his little planet 
and analyzed the distant twinkling 
stars, fail to make the rotating bail 
he dwells on yield up to him its treas- 
tire of power? The fact that some of 
the men who are deepest in tbe ex- 
plorations of science are musing on 
this question is both significant and 
encouraging. Listen to what Professor 
John Terry oaid in a recent address be- 
fore the Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers in London. He was talking of 
the abiding mystery of terrestrial mag- 
netism—why is the globe magnetic?— 
and he said: 


"Does the mere motion of the earth, 


taking no account of electric charges 
at all, cause it to be magnetic? Al- 
most anything Is on the cards. Surely 
J need not appeal to your cupidity, but 
It is quite possible that our knowledge 
of this secret may enable us to tap a 
tremendous store of nature's energy." 


Knowledge only is needed, then; 


more knowledge, which always means 
more power. Consider in what mani- 
fold ways the flying and turning earth 
furnishes boundless energy that en- 
tirely escapes our grasp and will con- 
tinue to do so until some genius or 
Gome accident makes us aware of the 
fact that not only can invisible vibra- 
tions enable us to see through solid 
bodies, but similar forms of energy, 
playing all about us, can put the whole 
might of a living, spinning planet at 
our command. The earth, weighing 
Biz sextilllons (a perfectly unthinkable 
number) of tons, is flying along in its 
orbit at the rate of 10 miles a second. 
The power that holds it in its elliptical 
path about the sun is equal— this has 
been 
demonstrated— to the tensile 


strength of a bar of steel nearly 4,000 
tnlles thick. 
As it speeds along it 


moves athwart the field of electro- 
magnetic force surrounding the sun. 
Immersed in that field, it turns upon 
Its axis with a velocity at the equator 
of more than 16 miles a minute. The 
significance of Professor John Terry's 
Inquiry is apparent in face of such 
facts. How to get at It, that is the 
question. The energy is here, plainly 
enough, and human genius is here, but 
the touchstone that can make the one 
comprehend and master the other re- 
mains to be discovered. 


When we look out on a starry night 


and behold the heavens seemingly re- 
volving around us in consequence of 
the smooth, swift, unceasing whirl of 
the gignntlc flywheel on which we 
stand, we have an object lesson on the 
subject of unused energy that only re- 
quires a little thought to become as 
plain as that which is taught by tbe 
visible twirling of Jupiter *n the tele- 
scope. The juxtaposition of tbe moon 
may be one of tbe clews to the secret. 
The differential lunar attraction raises 
the oceans into vast tidal waves. Does 
It do no more? Tbe entire solar sys- 
tem, with Its central controlling sun; 
filled with electric force, its immense 
planetary system sweeping in enor- 
mous orbits, its swarms of meteors and' 
Its far wandering comets, is rushing as' 
one body through space. To the mind's 
eye it is alive 'with energy, but how 
pitifully minute a portion of Its wast- 
ed power Is grasped by man for his 
own good. 
Perhaps on some other 


planet they have advanced farther and 
have learned to draw their power both 
from within and from beyond their 
whirling slebe. At present, then, they 
have the advantage of us, but perhaps 
In another hundred years we shall have 
diminished their lead by finding out 
ourselves how "to bitch our wagon to 
a star."

BERKSHIRE DIVORCE MILL 


Records of the Unfortunate Couples of 


a Year, 53 in All 


Clerk of Courts Frank H- Cande has 


completed his annual report of divorces 
tried and granted in the Berkshire su- 
perior court this past year and it will 
be forwarded to the secretary of state 
the first of January. There could be 
no changes made after 5 o'clock yes- 
terday a/lternoon, at wruC-n time two de 
crees granted in June became absolute. 


There were panding at the beginning 


of the year 74 cases, and 56 have been 
filed since the first of last January, 
making a total of 13f- ' Of" Ihls number 
three were dismissed ' before 
b^ing 


brought into court at the request of 
.the libellants 
Of the 42 cases disposed 


of entirely, 39 fjave been tried and de. 
crees have all been framed, 28 to wo- 
men and 11 to men. 


The bonds o£ matrimony''were broken 


for 21 on the grounot of'"desertion; to 
eight couples for .gross and confirmed 
habits of intoxication; to six for adul- 
tery; to three for cruel and abus'ive 
treatment, and to one for neglect to 
provide. 


One coupl* had lived ' tpgether 30 


years, three couples 'SSjyeeErS, one couple 
2S years, one couple 24 years, and one 
couple 23 years, vtile two couples had 
enjoyed married life only two years. 
Prior to 1893 the libeilant was obliged 
to make formal application to have di- 
vorce become absolute, but in that year 
the legislature passed a law providing 
that the decree shall be absolute any. 
way at the >;xpiration of six months, 
unless the court orders otherwise. 
It 


is interesting to note that there are 
now seven cases in which the libel was 
filed under the old statute and in which 
no application has b«en made for a de- 
cree absolute. This negligence made 
things rather embarrassing for a cou- 
ple, 
who wanted to get married in Pitts 


field only PJ short time ago. They ap. 
peared before City Clerk Lewis and the 
woman said that she was divorced- To 
make sure that her story was true, Mr- 
Lewis went over to the court house to 
examine the records, and he- found that, 
having made no application fbr»the de- 
cree absolute, none had been granted 
her- Her attoraey forthwith 
secured1 


one from a superior court Justice in 
Springfieldj, and she was married the 
next day- 


It is known that in one of these seven 


cases the lib*l!ant hap since married, 
and is, therefore liable, to th<J stern 
mandates of the law-

unfounded. 
n the other hand, it is 


possible tl. ,t I'ne Pittsneld business 
may be moved to this city, though no 
definite decision has j/|et been reached 
regarding this matter. Mr. Thorpe was 
out of the city yeterday, but returned 
today, and was seen in regard to his 
rflans. 


The Stevenson concern is a corpora- 


tion capitalized at $40,000 and its busi- 
ness is the manufacture of spools, bob- 
bins, fibre reeds for looms, silk spools 
fibre gears and other articles in that 
line. The concern has built up a na- 
tional reputation and the plant is one 
of the best equipped for the manufac. 
ture ofl fibre goods In the country. The 
works have been shut down for some 
time, but when running they employ 
from 50 to 75 hands, and it would be a 
good tfiing for this city if they were 
to move here. 


A meeting will be held early next 


week for reorganization and the elec- 
tion of officers, and the question of lo- 
'cation will soon be decided- One point 
in Pittsfleld's favor is thaT the present

Of 
these 711 farms. 309 have besn sold, 
either for homes, for investment, or for 
farming-, and buyers very generally re- 
port themselves to be well satisfied 
with their purchases. 
,Of these purchasers 201 are from New 
England and New York, 178 being from 
Massachusetts, but inquiries are re- 
ceived from all "over the Union and 
from the British Proovincea, and the 
work is progressing rapidly. 


The value of agricultural property in 


Massachusetts in 1895 was $110.271,859, 
exclusive of buildings, which represent 
ed a value of $77,920,357, and the annual 
value of all products was about $55,000,- 
000.
